The following is the report of the Health Board of 
Colebrook for the year 1915:— 

The town for the past year have been unusually free 
from contagious diseases, there being only two mild 
cases of diphtheria reported. There has been no cases 
of typhoid. 

The citizens have been very prompt in making any 
improvements suggested in the way of removing rub- 
bish and cleaning up generally. 

The School Board has made every change and im- 
provement suggested in and around the _ district 
school houses, and conditions along the line of san- 
itation are now, unusually good.
